The motorcycle hobbylistin California 
doesn't have the problem with inter- 
changing engines and frames that you 
described in your article in the December 
23 issue of Cycle News, providing he is 
rich enough, The California Vehicle Code 
provides for interchanging engines and 
frames without notice or fees to the 
DMV, providing, the person doing so owns 
three or more motor vehicles (of any 
type). The only exception that section 
4163 provides is that notice and fees 
must be paid if the vehicle is sold with a 
different engine than it was originally 
registered with. 

See, if you dig hard enough, you can 
find an exception to any law to fit your 
purpose, even if it was put in for some 
other purpose (Section 4163 came from 
the truckers.)

Some of the prime objectives of the 
new organization include ‘‘safety & edu- 
cation’, ‘‘technical standards’’, **public 
relations’, and legislation of a federal, 
state and local level. The information of 
the new Trade Association is to insure 
better communication and cooperation 
within the industry and various govern-

ADELANTO, CAL, Dec, 28, 1969— Blasts 
of win up to 70 MPH and 14 degree 
weather were the only things that went 
wrong with the Master Links M.C. Hare 
Scrambles at Adelanto Dec. 28, 1969, 
The bíg bikes took off at 10:04 followed 
in three minutes by the Trail Class.

More fire road, a 
couple of rocks and it was over a hill 
to the home check, 

On the second lap Bergquist had trou- 
ble and Al Baker took over the lead and 
came in for the win on a 250 Yamaha, 
with Phil Bowers also Yamaha mounted, 
second, Eric Jensen did a fine job as 
first 125 and 12th over all on his Sachs. 

Trail King Jack Morgan aced his 
Hodaka into a win after a close race with 
Alan Lund whose bike couldn’t stand the 
pace.

GARDENA, CALIF. Dec.27, 1969— Cold? 
It was cold enough to do embarassing 
things to brass monkeys as Gary Bailey, 
assisted by Tim Hart, taught his moto- 
cross school at Ascot Park, 

Comparing it to other schools we've 
seen schoolmastered by European World 
Champions this one came off excellently. 
Gary is an articulate speaker, getting his 
points across to racers and future rac- 
ers in terms they all understood and with 
Tim Hart backing him up what one didn't 
say the other one did, All the riders 
considered the fee well worth it. 

Lessons started with the basics, flag 
signals, Then using the whole Ascot 
motocross course (but not the mud hole) 
Bailey and Hart conducted their charges 
from turn to turn, giving everyone ample 
time to try it out, 

The starting line came first, each 
pupil being given chances at coming off 
the line all by himself, then mixed in 
small groups and finally in several mass 
starts, ‘‘to feel how it is going into a 
turn with a big bunch of guys." The 
things Hart and Bailey spotted that most 
were improper position on the bike on 
the line, *Stand up and lean forward," 
and Tim: noticed a lot were missing their 
clutch levers when the flag dropped. 
«Try reaching for it a few times so you 
can keep your eye on the starter, not 
where your clutch hand is going.’’ Said 
Gary, ‘‘You’ve got to go deeper into that 
first turn’’ and both of them agreed that 
all rirders have to learn to use thatfront 
wheel brake. This is a must for moto- 
cross racing, Unless you do, you just 
can’t go fast enough. 

The school moved slowly around the 
whole course, taking each section one at 
a time until all the pupils were getting

through that particular leg inreasonably 
good shape, There were riders on full 
scrambles machines and youngsters on 
tiddlers that just didn’t have the frames 
or the power to hack the rough stuff 
properly, but each one of them learned 
something.

SYDNEY, AUST., Jan. 3, 1970 — On Jan. 
3rd Great Britain clinched the speedway 
test series against Australia with a 
thrilling 58-49 victory in the fifth and 
deciding match at the Sydney Showground, 

Feature of the evening WáS' the re- 
appearance of stalwart Englishman Nigel 
Boocock who was having his first run 
after sustaining a fractured skull in a 
race crash at Leicester, England last 
October, From the reserve berth, Nigel 
scored six points and proved invaluable 
to the squad of Lions. 

He opened his account by winning the 
controversial fifth heat from team mate 
Tony Clarke, In this event both Australian 
riders, Doug White (Queensland) and 
Greg Kentwell (New South Wales) crashed 
on the first lap and failed to finish, White 
fell, as the result of a broken chain, and 
Kentwell, who was running immediately 
behind, had no option but to lay his bike 
down, Unfortunately the red lights did not 
come onand the visitors registereda 5-0. 

Next time out Nigel figured in the race 
of the night with Kangaroo skipper Jim 
Airey. Airey led throughout, but after 
hammering at him all the way, Booey 
gave it everything he had in the last half 
lap and drew level as they made the run 
to the line. The crowd went wild with 
delight when the verdict was given to 
Airey. 

The score was always in Britain’s 
favor following the first two heats which 
had been split three all, A fine maximum 
from the Arnold Haley-Ray Wilson pair- 
ing in the third race gave the Lions the

edge and thereafter the Kangaroos were 
unable to peg them back. 

England won the third speedway test 
against Australia at the Sydney Show- 
ground on Saturday, December 13 by 58 
points to 50, 

The match lacked lustre despite all the 
big guns from both countries competing, 
Brilliant team work on the part of the 
Poms saw them through ona track where 
the home side was highly fancied pre- 
meeting. 

The Showground is a large, racy third 
of a mile bowl where the rider with a 
quick motor and a large heart comes out 
on top, Generally the Aussies can master 
any opposition here but on this night the 
Kangaroos lacked team solidarity, 

Two weeks later Australia defeated 
Great Britain by 56 points to 52 at the 
Exhibition Ground, Brisbane in the fourth 
speedway test, 

The Christmas time meeting was a 
thriller from start to finish with both 
teams struggling to establish alead, For 
the most of the match the scores were 
level and it was not until the last two 
heats that Australia gained the upper 
hand. 

Some torrid racing resulted as riders 
from both countries threw everything 
into the fight. Had Britain managed to 
pull off a win they would have clinched 
the series so the Aussies knew from the 
outset there could be no let up. 

The home country jumped into the lead 
first up when captain Jim Airey and 
partner Bert Kingston notched a 5-1 
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Scottish trials and motocross ace, Derek Edgar takes a shot at a rocky cliff before a crowd of 
admiring trials fans. Edgar teamed with Jack Ward on Ward's Bultaco to win first and second in 


the Master class. 
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against the British pairing of Eric Boo- 
cock and Jimmy McMillan, However the 
Poms hit back in the very next heat as 
veteran manager Ken McKinlay shep- 
hered home his West Ham team mate 
Tony Clarke ahead of the much vaunted 
Charlie Monk-Jack White combination, 

From then on the scores were almost 
level. At the interval break it was 27 
apiece and at the conclusion of heat 16 
the teams were locked together on 48 
points, 

This was followed up in the next and 
final heat by Queensland champion Jack 
White who registered a superb victory 
over Ray Wilson and Arnold Haley, the 
tearaway English pair, 

Then the Kangaroos rallied, under the 
guidance of the redoubtable Airey. He 
and Kingston sped home for maximum 
points against Clarke and British reserve 
Howard Cole (replacing McKinlay).

Ivan Mauger Offered Ride By Kawasaki. 
May Forsake British Speedway Crown

LONDON, ENGLAND, Jan, 4, 1970 — 
World speedway champion Ivan Mauger 
is expected to quit Britain, forfeit his 
crown, and settle in the United States 
within the next 12 months, 

Mauger, 29, and World Champion for 
the past two seasons, has been offered a 
dollar-laden contract by Japances con- 
cern Kawasaki to ride exclusively for 
them in the States. 

The announcement was confirmed in 
Santa Ana, Cal. by Paul Collins, Kawa- 
saki advertising and public relations 
director. 

Mauger flies to America on Sunday, 
January 11, for preliminary meetings on 
the 250cc Kawasaki at Houston and Day- 
tona, It has been estimated that he is on 
a guarantee of 1500 American dollars for 
each meeting. 

If he is successful in these meetings, 
he will sign an even bigger contract in 
March, which will mean the end of his 
days in British speedway. He has notyet 
re-signed for his British League club, 
the legendary Belle Vue “Асев”,

Mauger told me: ‘‘I don’t want to leave 
British speedway, butIam a professional 
rider and must go where the money is, 
I could earn more inan American season 
for Kawasaki than in a year in Britain, 
and as a family man I have to think what 
is best for my wife and family. I realize 
I cannot go on forever and I would earn 
far more in the States’’. 

“Also I could live-in my hometown of 
Christchurch, New Zealand, and possibly 
commute to America for meetings." 

Whatever the results of his ‘‘trial’’ 
Short track meetings at Houston and 
Daytona, Mauger will return to America 
in August, Admitted Mauger: ‘It will take 
a great deal to adapt my style for Ameri- 
can racing, But I am determined to have 
a go. The meetings at Houston and Day- 
tona are qualifying rounds for the Ameri- 
can championship and if I reach the 
final, I will have proved to myself that I 
am capable of changing my style." 

Kawasaki have shown their confidence 
in Mauger's ability by flying a super- 
charged engine from Los Angeles to 
his home in Bramhall, Cheshire, and 
asked him to spare no expense in build- 
ing his own frame to house the motors,
